XIV.—METEOROLOGICAL STATISTICS. 


No. 38.—Notes on the Rainfall of Western Australia for April, May, 
and June, 1918. 


April.—The April rainfall, with minor exceptions, was above the average through- 
out the South-West quarter of the State and the Goldfields, but in the West 
Gascoyne and Tropics, little or no rain fell. The heaviest excesses were recorded ever 
the Coolgardie Goldfields, where they varied between 1.15 inches above ‘normal at 
Lawlers, 5.16 inches above at Mt. Malcolm, and 5.67 inches above at Bullfinch. In 
the agricultural districts the totals in many instances exceeded the average by up- 

ward of an inch, and in parts of the Northern half of the Midland country excesses, 
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which ranged as high as 3.12 inches (at Carnamah), were met with. On the South 
Coolgardie Goldfield the totals represented, in several instances, records for the month 
of April, whilst over the Northern fields and a large part of the East agricultural 
areas the year 1900 was the only occasion on which the April rainfall exceeded that 
for the month under review. 


The bulk of the rain fell in connection with a tropical depression that dominated 
the goldfields during the first nine days of the month. Its influence over the re- 
mainder of the State was only felt to a slight extent, except on the 6th and 7th, when 
rain was general, South of the Tropics. This disturbance was associated with heavy 
thunderstorms, and in some localities, hail. At Bullfinch, for example, 2.45 inches 
were registered on the 3rd. The downpour only lasted a brief space of time, and 
Was accompanied by enormous hail-stones. At Leonora very heavy hail was ex- 
perienced on the same date. Another general rainfall occurred on the 22nd and 23rd, 
though the gaugings were for the most part much lighter than during the earlier visita- 
tion. It was, however, characterised by the development of a violent wind storm, 
which affected the South-West coast (including the metropolis), and subsequently 
passed across the Bight. 


May.—The month of May was characterised by two protracted spells of wet 
weather, which affected mainly the sub-tropical coastal districts. In the metropolitan 
area rain was registered daily from the 7th to 14th (with a break of a single day), 
and from the 22nd to 31st. South-West coastal areas generally shared in both spells, 
and the remainder of the South-West quarter also, but to a somewhat lesser extent. 
In both cases the rain-bearing systems appeared to be of tropical origin. In the 
earlier instance, the depressions reached the Leeuwin and commenced their Eastward 
drift, considerably modified by Antartic influences, before affecting our weather, and 
although heavy rain fell on the coast, the falls over the Wheat Belt were rather dis- 
appointing. 

The second wet period opened with rain in the North-West corner of the State. 
It commenced to fall in the shape of scattered showers on the 7th, and gradually 
increased until the 21st, when from two to four inches were recorded on the West 
Gascoyne, and on the following day from two to 4.60 inches in the Ashburton. The 
latter fall occurred at Fortescue, but at Winning Pool the combined gauging for 
the two days was 5.86 inches—considerably more than the total for the whole of 
last year. Meanwhile the area affected was gradually extending Southward. Good 
agricultural rains fell on the 23rd and 26th, and showers lingered until the end of 
the month. A glance at the rainfall map for the month showed clearly the coastal 
character of most of the rains. The Goldfields recorded only small amounts, due 
to straggling showers; but the whole coast-line from Cossack southward was in ex. 
cess of the average, and in the majority of cases largely so. At Winning Pool the 
normal was exceeded by 5.54 inches, at Fortescue by 3.04 inches, at Kalamunda by 
4.43 inches, and at several stations in the extreme South-West by four inches or 
over. The excess at Perth amounted to 1.63 inches. The wheat belt shared, for the 
most part, the conditions that prevailed on the coast, but a small, though important 
area, which included the Avon Valley, suffered slight deficiencies. 


June.—During the month of June, rain fell almost incessantly in the South-West 
quarter of the State, where, in consequence, large excesses above average were re- 
corded. This was particularly noticeable on and near the coast, where, in some in- 
stances, the normal values were surpassed by over five inches (Dandaragan 5.82 inches, 
and Donnybrook 5.51 inches above). Throughout the wheat belt, however, the’ figures 
were not quite so striking. In most instances, the excesses varied between one and 
two inches, but in several areas, three, or even four, inches above normal were regis- 
tered. Exceptions must be made, however, with regard to Great Southern localities 
from Wagin to Arthur River southward, where the totals were but little heavier than 
usual, and in a few cases, were below the average. 


Toward the interior of the State the rainfall rapidly diminished. Over tha 
Goldfields, it was somewhat above normal for the most part, but below in the East- 
ern and North-Eastern portions, including the North Murchison. 


On the South coast, from Bremer Bay eastward, decided deficiencies, which 
ranged from one to two and a-half inches, were met with. 


The rains on the Goldfields fell mainly on the 2nd and between the 17th and 
19th. On these dates, the Gascoyne and De Grey were also affected. The totals 
over the former division were roughly equal to normal, but the De Grey, together 
with the remainder of the tropical areas of the State, where no rain fell at all, re- 
corded marked deficiencies, ranging from a half to one and a-half inches.
